In this connec- 
tion, advised Bill Darden of the Senate Armed Services Committee Staff that we 
occupied nineteen temporary, converted-type buildings at a total of 81*2,06? 
square feet of space. In addition, I told him that we shared three buildings 
with other agencies, making our total space occupancy in temporary, converted- 
type buildings 889 » 222 square feet.
